Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record disclose in their entirety, or in combination, the claimed oil exchange 
timing indicating apparatus for a vehicle comprising: a controlling means for starting, 
when either an integrated value of the travel distances or an integrated value of the 
operation times, based on signals from an odometer means and an operation time 
integrator means exceeds a preset value, and an oil exchange informing means to 
inform the user of the exchange timing of oil.
